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RliMARKS 

In response to Ihe final OfHcc Action dnied August 19, 2004, Applicants 
respectfully rcqncsl reconsideration based on the above claim amendments and ihc 
following rcininkij. Applicants respectfully submit that the claims arc amended ii5 
required by 37 C.F.R. §M2l and that tlic claims as presented arc in condition for 
allnwancu. 

Claims 1-6, S-9» imd 1 1 -20 were pending in the prior non-provisional application. 
Claims I, imd 20 have been amended, leaving claims 1-6, 8-9, and 11-20 for 

ccnsidertilion upon the entry of the aniendnicnt. This amendment is being subniiUcd 
along wilh a R;:quo«t For Continued lixannnation under 37 C.F.R. § M14 of the prior 
non-provisional application. 

Clahn Rtjccihus Umler 35 U.S.a § 103 
Clntms 1-6. 8 -9. and ll'20 

Clairos 1-6, 8-9, and 11-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being 
impatCJitablo over Henderson, US 6,327,363 (hcrcinaner "Henderson''), l^or an 
obviousness rejection to be ]>ropcr, the Examhier must meet the burden ofestablishing 
llial all clcmcntfi of the invention are disclosed in the prior art; thai the prior art relied 
upon, coupled with knowledge generally avaihible in the art at the lime of the invention, 
nULSt contain some suggestion or incentive t]»at would have motivated ihc skilled arlisan 
In modify a reference or combined references; and that the proposed modification of the 
[>rior art must have had a reasonable expectation of success, determined from the vantage 
point of Ihc skilled ailisan at the time the invention was made. In re Fine, 5 U.S.P.Q.2d 
15%, 159S(red. Cir, XOBHyjnRc Wihoih 165 US.P,Q, 494, 496 (C.C.P.A. 1970); 
Amp,en v. Clm^^ai Phanuaceinicah Co , 927 U.S.P.Q.2d, 1016, 1023 (Fed, Cir 1996). 

Claim 1 has been amended to recite an interactive voice response system for pre- 
paid wireless services comprising: a peripheral device in communication with a mobile 
switching system, the mobile switching system capable of communicating wilh at least 
one wireless device, an IVR application on the peripheral device comprising a menu 
tirivcn system adapted to receive infonnation from a custojncr, an intelligent peripheral 
connnunicating with the peripheral device, wherein the intelligent peripheral plays voice 
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messages ihrout>h a voice path lo the niobilc swllching system, wherein the peripheral 
dwvicc (lirccls the ciislomcr to intcnicl with thii IVl< application and connects the 
intelligent pcriphcnil with the mobile switching system when an TVll service for the 
customer is icqtiirccl, and wherein the menu driven system responds to the informalion 
received from the customer by reciting a rrtle plan that is the current rate plan and features 
oftlie ciislomcr, ami wherein the rate plan is provided to the customer by the inlelligcnt 
peripheral ihronfjh the voice path, and wherein the wireless device aiilomatically provides 
a mobile idcnliflcatioii number to identify the wireless device. 

Claim I iii believed to bo patcnUiblc over Henderson because Henderson does not 
disclose an iiileniclivc voice response system for pre-paid wireless services wherein the 
wireless device atilomatically provides a mobile idcniincalion juimber to idcnlify ihc 
wireless device, Raiher, Hciulerson discloses prompting the caller to cuter a PIN, which 
is used to authenticate the caller. Claims 2-6. S-9, and 1 1 depend from claim 1; thus. 
Ihesc claims are believed lo be allowable due to their dependency on claim 1. 

Claim 1 2 has been amended lo recite a method for providing interactive voice 
i Cs5j>on.ses for pre-paid wireless sei-viccs comprising: communicating with a mobile 
switching system via a peripheral device, the mobile switching system being capable of 
communicating with at least one wireless device, receiving infonnation from a customer 
via an IVR application on the peripheral device, wherein the IVR application comprises a 
menu driven system to receive the infonnalion; playing voice messages through a voice 
path to the niobilc switching system via an intclh'gcnt peripheral that communicates with 
the pcriphora! device, wherein the peripheral device directs the customer to interact with 
the IVR application and connects the intelligent peripheral witli the mobile switching 
system when an I VR service for the ciislomcr is required, and wherein the menu driven 
system rosj)onds to the information received from the customer by reciting a rate plan that 
is the current rate i)lan and features of the customer, and wherein the rattsplan is provided 
to the customer by the intelligent peripheral through the voice pat, and wherein the 
wireless device automatically provides a mobile identification number to identify the 
wirclCKS device. 

Claim 12 is believed to be patentable over Henderson because Henderson docs 
not disclose a method for providing inttractlvc voice responses for pre-paid wireless 
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sci-vicas whcicin the wireless device autonialically provides a mobile identificalion 
immbcr to ideniify the wireless device. Ralher, Henderson discloses prompting the caller 
to enter i) FIN, wliicli is used lo aiUhonlicutc the caller. Claims 13-20 depend from claiin 
1 ?.; Ihus, these claims are believed to be allowable doe to their dependcjicy on claim 1 2.
